AN ACT

To authorize school district No. 7, in Spring
Prairie, Walworth county, to raise money to
pay for school house and other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives,
of the Territory of Wisconsin :

Secrion 1. That school district number seven in the town
of Spring Prairie, Walworth county, be hereby authorized to
raise, by tax, a sum of money sufficient to pay their indebt-
edness incurred in building a school house, and other inciden-
tal expenses in connection with the same :  Prorided however,
that such sum shall not exceed one hundred dollars.

Sec. 2. The said tax shall be voted, levied, and collected
in the same manner that is now provided by law for the rais-
ing money for the purpose of building school houses.
